

Council passes status quo budget 


No tax increase 
for 2004 was 
council mandate

Mountain View County 
(MVC) Council passed a status 
quo budget for 2004, allowing 
the continuation of increased 
public works services from last 
year and the construction of a 


new administration building, 
without a significant tax in¬ 
crease for ratepayers. 

“Our mandate was to hold 
taxes or reduce them and we 
reduced them in all areas,” 
said Reeve Ian Harvie. 

Greg Wiens, director of fi¬ 
nance for MVC, presented the 
balanced $35 million budget to 
council, during a special meet¬ 
ing April 19. 

“The direction from council 
was to put the numbers to¬ 
gether and make it work with 


no tax rate increases,” said 
Wiens. 

This was possible with the 
addition of a new tax levy to 
cover expenses for the Moun¬ 
tain View Regional Waste Man¬ 
agement Commission, which 
experienced major operating 
difficulties in 2003. 

The total levy will result in 
the collection of $231,169 in 
added income to pay for waste 
management. 

For total tax rates, residen¬ 
tial rates will decrease by 3.5 


per cent, farm land will decrease 
by 3 per cent. Commercial/in¬ 
dustrial and Linear decrease by 
.8 per cent and machinery and 
equipment will increase by 1.1 
per cent. 

“While every rate payer’s 
situation is unique, what it gen¬ 
erally boils down to is a slight 
increase in tax bills for 2004,” 
said Wiens. “This is the net 
result of an increase in prop¬ 
erty values balanced against 
the 2004 tax rate decreases. 
While we are holding the line 


on tax rate increases, the real¬ 
ity is property values are go¬ 
ing up in the county and this 
reflects market activity and 
overall growth in the 
economy.” 

“Last year the rate was 3.76, 
this year the residential rate 
alone is 3.72 plus the waste com¬ 
mission levy .12 which will 
equal 3.84,” he said. 

What does this mean to the 
average MVC taxpayer?

In the early hours of April 
15th, a numerous number of 
parked vehicles in Didsbury 
were pushed over 20 feet from 
their location, by an unknown 
vehicle. 

According to Const. Reid of 
the Didsbury RCMFJ it is believed 
the same vehicle is responsible 
for ramming and moving two 
large blue commercial garbage 
dumpsters in the downtown 
area. The vehicle pushing the 
dumpsters, which were located 
on 15th Ave., and one behind the 
Value Drug Mart on 20th St., 
was travelling at a speed fast 
enough to flip the loaded 
dumpster several times when it 
caught an edge. 

That same evening in Car- 
stairs. a large residential hedge 
was damaged and parts were 
destroyed by the same unknown 
vehicle believed to be a truck. 

“So far we have no leads,” 
said Const. Reid. “Hopefully 
someone will come forward with 
more information.”

Wedding party dispute leads to probation 


Wedding party dispute 
leads to probation 

A 31-year-old Carstairs 
man who punched another 
man several times during a 
dispute over wedding party 
plans has been placed on pro¬ 
bation. 

Nathan Peifer pleaded 
guilty in Didsbury provincial 
court on April 19 to a charge 
of assault causing bodily 
harm. He was scheduled to go 
to trial on the matter, but 
changed his plea. 

The accused was staying at 
an area residence with a cou¬ 
ple, including the victim, who 
were planning to marry, court 
heard. 

Early on the morning of 
August 3. the accused kicked 
in the door of the couple’s bed¬ 
room, jumped on the bed, and 
struck the man. An infant 
child was in the bed with the 
couple at the time. 

The dispute then moved 
into another room where 
Peifer struck the victim 
again. 

The victim suffered minor 
injuries, including bruising, 
in the incident. 

The dispute centred around 
plans for an upcoming wed¬ 
ding, court heard. 

The judge sentenced the ac¬ 
cused to 12 months probation, 
and 40 hours of community 
service hours. He also or¬ 
dered Peifer to submit a sam¬ 
ple to the national DNA data 
bank. 

The Crown withdrew two 
other charges of assault. 

Man jailed for cheque 
passing 

A 24-year-old man who 
passed several forged cheques 
in Sundre earlier this month 
nas been jailed. 

Garret McIntyre pleaded 
guilty on Apr. 19 to three 
charges of uttering a forged 
document and one charge of 
possession of stolen property. 

The accused passed cheques 
totalling $1,092 between Apr. 
2 and Apr. 4, court heard. 

He attempted unsuccess¬ 
fully to purchase an $8,000 
ATV with a forged cheque. 

On March 3, an RCMP of¬ 
ficer in Sundre followed the 
accused to a gas station after 
hearing very loud music com¬ 
ing from his vehicle. A check 
of the licence number indi¬ 
cated the vehicle was stolen. 

The judge ordered 
McIntyre jailed for 30 days 
and ordered him to pay resti¬ 
tution. 

Boy ran from police 

A 17-year-old boy who ran 
from police when approached 


on an Olds street last month 
has been fined. 

The youth, who cannot be 
named, pleaded guilty on 
April 19 to a charge of failing 
to comply with a court order. 

The accused was under a 
strict curfew and prohibited 
from drinking at the time of 
his arrest, court heard. 

The boy was a passenger in 
a vehicle approached by an 
RCMP early on the morning 
of March 20. As the officer ap¬ 
proached, the boy ran off 
down the street. 

The boy admitted being in¬ 
toxicated at the time. 

“I won’t justify what I did. 
It was wrong,” the boy said. 

The judge fined the youth 
$230. 

Cocaine sale leads to big 
fine 

A 24-year-old Erskine man 
was fine $1500 after he 
pleaded guilty to possession 
of cocaine in Didsbury Pro¬ 
vincial Court Wed. April, 9. 

The father of one was ar¬ 
rested outside of Didsbury on 
a rural road at about 11 p.m. 
after RCMP saw him throw 
drugs out of his car. 

On top of the drugs RCMP 


seized a machete, a cell phone 
and an undisclosed amount of 
cash. 

“I think this should be 
viewed as a strong suggestion 
to give up the use of sub¬ 
stances,” said Judge Wilkens 
as he also levied a $225 vic¬ 
tim surcharge fine on top of 
the $1500 fine. 

Seven-time offender 
sentenced to jail 

A 49-year-old Carstairs 
man whom RCMP said had a 
“slight smell” of alcohol on 
his breath will spend the next 
six months in jail after plead¬ 
ing guilty to three charges. 

Bruce Wayne Dreger 
pleaded guilty to impaired 
operation of a motor vehicle, 
failure to give a breath sam¬ 
ple and operating a motor ve¬ 
hicle while disqualified. 

The father of two listened 
intently as Judge Wilkens 
reprimanded him for his 20- 
year drunk driving record. Of 
which one of the previous six 
drunk driving offences landed 
him in jail for 90 days. 

“This is a very serious mat¬ 
ter, this gentleman’s record 
is abysmal,” said the Judge. 

“You don’t learn your les- 
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son sir.” 

Dreger will also lose his 
driving privileges for a mini¬ 
mum of five years. 

Beat’s on girlfriend 

A 25-year-old Olds man 
will spend the next year on 
probation after pleading 
guilty to assault. 

Robert Murray Collins ad¬ 
mitted to throwing his girl¬ 
friend into a fence in plain 
sight of an RCMP cruiser. 

He claimed that the argu¬ 


ment was intensified because of 
alcohol. 

“I realize what I did and I 
feel sorry for the victim,” said 
Collins. “Since that night I 
haven’t touched booze.” 

On top of the one-year proba¬ 
tion order Collins must perform 
75 hours of community service 
and refrain from any drug or al¬ 
cohol use for the time of his sen¬ 
tence. 

He will also have to attend al¬ 
cohol counselling and domestic 
violence counselling.

- how does it all 
add up?

You may have heard that the 
Provincial government has re¬ 
duced education taxes. It is true 
that the mill rate was reduced 
slightly. We are grateful for this 
recognition, however small, of 
the need for change. However, 
increased assessment across 
the province will mean that an 
extra 70 million dollars in edu¬ 
cation taxes will go to the pro¬ 
vincial government. The total 
in education property taxes 
from Alberta properties will be 
$1,404 billion. It was stated by 
Steve West in 2002 that educa¬ 
tion taxes would be frozen at 
$1.2 billion. If that principle 
were applied, municipalities 
would be better able to fund the 
shortfall in decreased transfers 
and crumbling municipal infra¬ 
structure throughout the prov¬ 
ince. 

The education requisition 
that Didsbury property taxes 
will be contributing to the prov¬ 
ince will be up from $951,528 
in 2003 to $1,014,761 in 2004. 

The mill rate for Didsbury 
was set at the April 19 Town 
Council Meeting. The Munici¬ 
pal residential mill rate of $10 
per $1,000 of assessment (and 
14 mills for non-residential) 
will remain the same as it has 
been for a number of years. The 
Mountain View Seniors Hous¬ 
ing requisition has gone up 
slightly, but not quite enough 
to wipe out the education rate 
decrease. If your property’s as¬ 
sessed value doesn’t change, 
your taxes will be very slightly 
lower. Adding the combined tax 
rates together, total residential 


taxes are 0.0143787 times your 
assessed value. Multiply by 
0.0208477 for non-residential. 

Properties have been as¬ 
sessed at market value for the 
past few years. The best thing 
about market value is that most 
people have an idea of what 
they would ask for their prop¬ 
erty if it were for sale. There¬ 
fore, you know if your assess¬ 
ment is realistic for your prop¬ 
erty. This system is much less 
intimidating than the previous 
formulas of assessment that 
could not be understood or ef¬ 
fectively argued. 

What would make your as¬ 
sessed value different than last 
year? The market value of your 
property will change if similar 
or nearby properties have sold 
or been for sale for higher (or 
lower) prices this year than in 
other years. For instance, if you 
have a 30 year old bungalow of 
about 1100 square feet on a 50 
X 120 lot, there will be many 
comparable sales to establish a 
market value. More unique 
properties are less straightfor¬ 
ward to evaluate. 

To sum up, we can say as the 
province has said that your tax 
rate has been reduced. However, 
your market value - and there¬ 
fore your assessed value has 
probably increased more than 
the tax rate decreased. Did your 
taxes go down? Probably not. 

Will we be able to plan to do 
more for residents? Yes, because 
of new provincial police fund¬ 
ing, we may get less policing, 
but we will be able to assess and 
repair more roads, sidewalks, 
and water and sewer lines in the 
next few years. 


CALGARY HEALTH REGION 

Gap between organ donors 
and recipients growing

The Calgary Health Re¬ 
gion is urging people to 
discuss organ donation, 
because of the growing 
gap between donors and 
recipients. 

Last year 28 Albertans 
died while waiting for an 
organ transplant. More 
than 400 Albertans con¬ 
tinue to wait for an organ 
transplant. A transplant 
for some means dramatic 
improvement in their 
lives, freeing them from 
kidney dialysis or restor¬ 
ing their eyesight. For oth¬ 
ers it is the difference be¬ 
tween life and death. 

Local health officials 
are worried by the grow¬ 
ing gap between the 
number of organ recipi¬ 
ents and organ donors in 
Alberta. 

“This widening gap 
means more Albertans will 
continue to suffer or die 
unnecessarily unless this 
trend is reversed,” said 
Dr. Dan Zuege, medical di¬ 
rector, Southern Alberta 
Human Organ Procure¬ 
ment and Exchange Pro¬ 
gram (HOPE). 

Zuege says current key 
limitation to the success 
of organ and tissue trans¬ 
plantation is the limited 
supply of donors. Al¬ 
though certain organs can 
be donated by living do¬ 
nors, for example, kidneys 
and liver, most organs 
must be donated in the 
unique circumstance 
where the brain ceases 
function but the other or¬ 
gans continue to function 
with the aid of life-support 


technologies, so-called 
“brain death.” 

Over the past 10 years, 
the number of organ donors 
in Canada has remained 
relatively constant, with an 
overall rate of cadaveric or¬ 
gan donation per million 
population of 13.5 in 2003, 
lower than many other 
countries. 

In 2003, the rate in Al¬ 
berta was 11.7 donors per 
million population. This 
continues to grow, widening 
the gap between donors and 
recipients. At the end of last 
year, 448 Albertans were 
waiting for an organ trans¬ 
plant, while 270 Albertans 
actually received one. These 
transplants were made pos¬ 
sible by 98 Albertans who 
gave “the gift of life,” by do¬ 
nating their organs to save 
the lives of others. This in¬ 
cluded 61 living donors, and 
37 cadaveric donors (those 
who donated their organs 
after developing brain 
death). 

“On average, each cadav¬ 
eric organ donor saved the 
lives of four people with end- 
stage organ failure, with the 
opportunity to help up to 
eight people,” said Zuege. 

Tissue donation improves 
the quality of life for many 
individuals, for example, 
providing sight to those who 
suffer from blinding corneal 
diseases. In 2003, 171 pa¬ 
tients in Southern Alberta 
underwent sight restoring 
corneal transplant surgery 
because 422 patients do¬ 
nated their eyes after death. 
A further 89 patients do¬ 
nated non-ocular tissue af¬ 
ter death in Southern Al¬ 
berta, allowing more than 


300 additional patients to 
benefit from the trans¬ 
plantation of heart valves, 
bone, skin, and various 
forms of connective tissue. 

Zuege says cadaveric 
organ and tissue donation 
in Canada depends on the 
consent of a patient’s 
next of kin. Public opin¬ 
ion surveys show that 
most people say they 
would donate their organs 
or tissues, however, when 
they have not made their 
wishes known to their 
families, organs or tissues 
may not be donated. 

“The decision to give 
the precious gift of life 
through donation is fre¬ 
quently the result of trag¬ 
edy,” said Zuege. “Making 
the decision to donate dur¬ 
ing such a time or crisis 
and grief is often very dif¬ 
ficult for families. Such 
decisions are usually 
easier when the wishes of 
the potential donor have 
been made clear ahead of 
time.” 

If you wish to become 
an organ or tissue donor 
you should discuss your 
wishes with your family. 
You should also document 
your wishes on the back 
of your Alberta Personal 
Health card. 

“Everyone should con¬ 
sider themselves a potential 
organ and/or tissue donor 
regardless of age, it is the 
health of the individual, not 
the patient’s age, which de¬ 
termines eligibility for do¬ 
nation,” said Zuege. “All ma¬ 
jor religions view organ dona¬ 
tion as a gift to others. Organ 
or tissue donation incurs no 
cost to the family.”

A $1,000 residential tax bill 
in 2003 will see a $13 increase 
in 2004. 

Farmland with a $1,000 tax 
bill in 2003 will see a $30 de¬ 
crease in the 2004 tax bill. 

Money collected by tax is 
for municipal use and Alberta 
School Foundation Funding 
(ASFF). Wiens said monies 
collected from residential 
ratepayers for municipal and 
ASFF equal 45/55 per cent 
split. 

Despite the fact the prov¬ 
ince has increased the amount 
of ASFF required, growth in 
the county's assessment base 
has resulted in a net decrease 
in the education tax rates. 

MVC reserves which to¬ 
talled $12 million at the be¬ 
ginning of this year will be 
drawn down by $6.7 million 
to pay for a $5.5 million ad¬ 
ministration building and 
$1.2 million in public works 
projects. 

The $1.2 million in public 
works projects will pay for 
the county’s portion of a joint 
provincial bridge project and 
road upgrades in the Water 
Valley area as well as a 
number of smaller projects. 

Wiens said reserves were 
established specifically for 
these projects. 

Reeve Harvie said al¬ 
though he had concerns how 
the waste commission prob¬ 
lems would affect this budget, 
he is proud council was able 


to uphold their promise to 
ratepayers to build their new 
administration building at a 
no added cost to taxpayers. 

“We made a commitment 
that this new building 
wouldn’t be achieved through 
an increase in taxes or at a 
consequence to (ratepayers) 
and we were able to achieve 
that,” said Harvie. 

Wiens said balancing this 
budget was possible, in part, 
because of growth and new 
municipal GST rebate which 
equalled approximately 
$200,000 for MVC. 

“There were definitely 
some places we would have 
liked to increase expenditures 
but we held off for this year 
(because of last year’s major 
tax increase), especially in the 
public works department ar¬ 
eas,” said Wiens, adding 
there were some initiatives in 
the public works area MVC 
would have liked to add more 
money too but held off for this 
year. 

“We will do more analysis 
over this year and determine 
what our approach will be 
next year,” he said. 

Included in this year’s 
budget is a per capita increase 
to recreation boards in all ur¬ 
ban centres, from $30.05 to 
$30.40. 

Council gave all three 
readings to pass the tax rate 
bylaw after Councillor Dave 
Derksen spoke against new 


administration building ex¬ 
penditures. 

Derksen, who said he is fol¬ 
lowing the wishes of his con¬ 
stituents’, has been a vocal 
opponent to the construction 
of a new building. 

Every tax rate bylaw re¬ 
quires three readings from 
council to pass it. 

Derksen voted against 
first and second readings and 
voted in favour of the resolu¬ 
tion to hold the third read¬ 
ing. He then voted against 
third reading. 

The resolution to hold 
third reading needs unani¬ 
mous consent from council. 

Derksen explained he 
voted in favour of the resolu¬ 
tion to hold third reading to 
avoid holding up the budget 
process. 

Mountain View Taxpayers 
Association (MVTA) Chair¬ 
man Syd Vollmin said Coun¬ 
cil should have used the $5.5 
million, designated for a new 
administration building, to 
improve road conditions in 
the county and lower taxes. 
He said the association ex¬ 
ecutive is not pleased with 
the budget. 

“Council should spend re¬ 
serves on roads that are be¬ 
ing neglected to make this 
county safer for all taxpay¬ 
ers,” said Vollmin. “Overall 
this budget is very high for 
the roadwork they are doing, 
or not doing. In Bergen area, 


five miles west of the Bergen 
Store, there is a hill school 
buses can’t bypass to pick up 
children because it is too 
steep. Children west of that 
hill have to be home schooled 
or driven to a bus stop and 


that is unacceptable in this 
day and age.” 

Vollmin said MVTA is cur¬ 
rently reviewing the 2004 
budget and is preparing a 
statement of their findings for 
next week.

Bryan Lentz has been work¬ 
ing especially hard these past 
few weeks with the Calgary 
Flames, insuring they are feel¬ 
ing their best to fight hard in 
the National Hockey League

Lentz, who was born and 
raised in Didsbury, is a Mas¬ 
sage Therapist for the Flames.

“I warm them up before the 
game,” said Lentz. “Then after 
the game I help flush out all the 
extra fluids. On their days off I 
usually give them full mas¬ 
sages.” 

Lentz has worked as a Mas¬ 
sage Therapist for over 10 
years. Besides working for the 
Flames, Lentz works for the 
Bow Valley Club in Calgary. 

“I am a massage therapist at 
the Club and manager of the 
Men’s Department,” said Lentz. 

After graduating from the 
Camrose University in 1993, 
Lentz worked for the Olds Griz¬ 
zly’s for two years. After his 
time with the Grizzly’s Lentz 


moved to Calgary and took a 
massage course at the Ortho¬ 
pedic Institute in Calgary. 

“I played hockey all my life,” 
said Lentz. “Once I realized I 
was not good enough to go too 
far with that, I thought I could 
help those who were instead.” 

After the long Vancouver 
series, Lentz said the team was 
definitely tired and under a lot 
of pressure. 

“It is exciting seeing them go 
this far,” said Lentz. “There 
are a lot of new guys on the 
team who are in the play-offs 
for the first time, they are all 
working very hard.” 

Lentz also added that seeing 
the sea of red at home games is 


amazing. 

“The fans are very support¬ 
ive,” said Lentz. “After they 
won the last game against Van¬ 
couver, we got off the plane 
back in Calgary at 2:30 a.m. 
and there were fans waiting at 
the airport to congratulate 
them.” 

Lentz isn’t the only one ex¬ 
cited about his work with the 
Flames. 

“We are very happy and ex¬ 
cited for him,” said Robbie 
Lentz, Bryan’s mother. “It is a 
great experience for him. He 
has gotten to know the Flames 
quite well, not bad for a 
Didsbury boy.”

Armchair adventurers unite to hear famous naturalist

You won’t have to travel to 
the far reaches of civilization to 
experience the ultimate adven¬ 
ture this year. All it takes is a 
quick trip over to the Didsbury 
Municipal Library to take in 
the Slide Presentation and per¬ 
sonal accounts of Author, 
Chris Czajkowski. 

Czajkowski will be visiting 
the Didsbury Library on Tues¬ 
day, May 4th at 7:00 pm. 

Chris Czajkowski, born and 
raised in the north of England, 
traveled the world before set¬ 


tling in the remote reaches of 
British Columbia’s Coast Range 
Mountains. 

Now living on a lake that is 
reached by a two-day hike or by 
float plane, she operates her 
“Nuk Tessli Alpine Experience” 
for hikers, nature lovers, photog¬ 
raphers, and fans of her famous 
stone oven bread.

They are repairing parts of the 
road from Abuja to Ilorin—sure 
will be nice when they get the 
repairs done!! 

It’s interesting that they did 
no repairs for five of the six 
months of the dry season. Pro¬ 
crastination is found in many 
places and many forms. 

In Ilorin I ate lunch at a place 
called ‘Chicken Chillies’. Now, 
initially the name worried me 
because I don’t handle spicy food 
well, but I managed to get some 
non-spiced chicken that’s quite 
good and fried rice that has the 
pepper pieces so I can see them 
(and in my case, remove them!). 
Anyway, I then gave Miss Fuller 
the potatoes and cabbage that I 
purchased on the roadside as I 
was leaving Jos. 

Veggies are quite expensive 
in Ilorin—about twice the cost of 
the same thing in Jos.

It 
should be interesting, and hope¬ 
fully not too challenging. 

It continues to be quite hot 
and humid here in Jos.

School division 
should see 
approximately 
three per cent 
increase in 
revenues

Despite the coming budget¬ 
ing process expected to be a 
tough, and gruelling process 
- Chinook’s Edge School Di¬ 
vision (CESD) is happy to be 
seeing about a three per cent 
increase in revenues, and wel¬ 
come a new funding frame¬ 
work announced by the Prov¬ 
ince a few weeks ago. 

“When you look at the 
overall budget... when we 
compare the old way to the 
new way... it looks like it’s 
going to be about a three per 
cent increase, or just under,” 
said CESD Treasurer, Susan 
Roy. 

Roy Brassard, CESD board 
chairman, says that the Prov¬ 
ince has guaranteed that they 
would not suffer anymore 
than they did last year, and 
should see an increase in 
some areas. 

“They said to us originally 
that no board would suffer 
with less money than they 
had before, plus they will be 
adding on two per cent,” 
Brassard said. “But, when 
you analyze it all some of the 
programs have dropped and 
they don’t fund certain things 
the same way as they did be¬ 
fore, and it has changed quite 
radically. So, we don’t really 
know until we can firm up all 
of the school based budgets 
exactly where we stand.” 

The new funding frame¬ 
work will allow school divi¬ 
sions to make more decisions 
on where to spend money, but 
they will be held more ac¬ 
countable, Brassard says. 

Prior to this new frame¬ 
work school divisions were 
allocated certain amounts of 
money for different areas. For

example, a certain amount of 
money was targeted for spe¬ 
cial needs, other funding was 
targeted for second lan¬ 
guages, and other funding 
was directed towards other 
programs. 

Now, the Province has now 
given school divisions the 
control to take all that money 
and make their own decisions, 
internally. Basically, this 
means that the school divi¬ 
sion will receive the money in 
one pot and they will be re¬ 
sponsible for allocating the 
funds out. 

So, if they were short fund¬ 
ing in a particular area and 
saw an influx in another area 
- they now have the power to 
juggle around the funds to 
make them work the best way 
that they feel would benefit 
their students. 

“They are going to hold us 
responsible for the outcomes. 
For instance, they are going 
to say they want to put a sec¬ 
ond language program in next 
year, starting in grade four. 
So, they can legitimately come 
along and say, ‘I don’t care 
how much money you spent 
on it, but we are going to 
want to know at the end of a 
certain time how your second 
language program is coming.’ 
And, that is going to be the 


same in everything. They are 
going to measure outcomes,” 
Brassard explained. 

Brassard says that al¬ 
though he is a supporter of 
the new funding framework, 
it is going to take at least one 
year to see just how success¬ 
ful this new way of budgeting 
will work. 

“It’s going to take a year 
to fully digest this, because, 
although the government 
gives us so much money on 
certain criteria... there is to¬ 
tal flexibility now on how we 
use it. So, there is going to 
be different priorities, even 
within our own division. Peo¬ 
ple are going to want to spend 
money on such and such and 
know that they can as long 
as they can convince every¬ 
one else,” Brassard said. “In 
many ways it’s an improve¬ 
ment. 

I think it’s great... but it 
is going to be a different way 
of doing things there is no 
question.” 

Roy explained that the 
school division is most likely 
going to have to dip into gen¬ 
eral reserves, yet again, to 
balance next years budget. 

Reserves fell last year from 
$4.4 million to $2.2 million as 
those funds were needed to 
balance last years budget.

The $2.2 remaining repre¬ 
sents about three per cent of 
the total operating budget for 
CESD, Roy said. 

As of right now Roy says it’s 
hard to say how much money they 
will need to take out of reserves, 
but says she can almost guaran¬ 
tee the board will have to look at 
that option one more time. 

“We will have some cost in¬ 
creases as well. With the collec¬ 


tive bargaining unknown at this 
time... we don’t know what those 
costs are,” she said. 

“Those (teacher staffing) costs 
represent about 78 per cent of the 
budget.” 

The school based budgets are 
due in within the next few 
weeks, and then the central 
budget will be finalized. The en¬ 
tire budget is due by June 30 to 
Alberta Learning for approval.

Corn, beans, peas, tomatoes and 
other vegetables taste best when 
they’re fresh-picked. Store-bought 
vegetables often have to be picked 
days ahead of when they appear on 
the produce shelves, and sometimes 
that means they’re picked a little 
greener, and allowed to “ripen” in 
transit. 

With your own vegetable garden, 
you can pick them when they’re at 
the peak of perfection. Yum! The best 
vegetable gardens start with two solid 


foundations: good soil and a good 
plan. 

Your soil can be improved by en¬ 
suring there is good drainage, and 
lots of organic matter present. Com¬ 
post is one of the best soil improvers 
you can possibly find. 

Take the time to measure your gar¬ 
den area, and draw it out on paper. 

That way, when you’re at the gar¬ 
den centre, standing in front of the 
seed packet display, you won’t be 
tempted to pick and choose like you 
would at the salad bar. This approach 
is a recipe for frustration.

If the grass always seems greener on 
your neighbour’s side of the fence, the ex¬ 
perts have some advice that will help 
make your lawn the envy of the neigh¬ 
bourhood the whole season long. 

Start by dividing the season into five 
stages: early spring, late spring, summer, 
early fall and late fall. By following a few 
simple steps in each stage, your grass will 
be healthy all year round. “The most im¬ 
portant time to care for your lawn is in 
the spring,” says lawn experts. “By 
starting the season off right, you’ll have 
less work on your hands and a better 
lawn under your feet.” 

In early spring, apply a fertilizer to the 
lawn. It will encourage the grass to green 
up earlier, which strengthens the grass 
roots and can help control weeds such as 
crabgrass and clover. 

Once applied, it’s important to stay off 
the grass when possible. Wet soil in spring 
compacts easily, making it difficult for 
grass to grow well. 

Early spring is also a great time to 
check on the lawnmower. Dull blades 
make the tips of cut grass turn brown, so 
make sure they’re sharp for the cutting 
season. 

In late spring is the next time to apply 
fertilizer to further encourage your lawn 
to grow thick and lush. Start watering the 
lawn when rainfall gets below an inch per 
week. In the summer, you will also need 


to apply fertilizer to continue to feed the 
grass. This provides nitrogen and other 
nutrients needed to maintain a thick, 
green lawn. 

If insects, such as grubs, are a prob¬ 
lem, apply an insect control or combina¬ 
tion pest control and fertilizer (please 
check to make sure you are abiding by 
local pesticide by-laws) “Your lawnmower 
is just like any other machine, it needs to 
be taken care of,” reminds lawn experts. 
“Now that you’ve been using it for half 
of the season, you’ll need to change or 
wash its air filter.” Once the leaves start 
to fall, that’s the queue for the fourth 
application of fertilizer. 

It is also important to rake leaves regu¬ 
larly, in early fall, as they can kill the grass 
beneath. The more frequently you rake, 
the easier the job will be. The final stage 
is late fall. Now that you’ve enjoyed your 
lawn all summer, it’s time to prepare it 
for the long winter ahead. 

“Late fall is a crucial time for garden¬ 
ers to prepare their lawns for the coming 
winter months,” says lawn experts. 
“With proper care, grass will develop 
even stronger roots and green up faster 
next spring.” 

To ‘winterize’ your lawn, apply ferti¬ 
lizer made specifically for the season. Late 
fall is also the time to patch thin or bare 
spots as needed or start new lawns from 
seed or new sod.

The tobacco reduc¬ 
tion policy is not about 
asking people to quit 
smoking, but rather ask¬ 
ing people who smoke to 
postpone smoking until 
they leave Region prop¬ 
erty. 

For that reason, the 
policy implementation 
includes support for peo¬ 
ple who smoke. 

Smoking cessation 
aids are available to pa¬ 
tients who will need to 
change their smoking 
behaviour during their 
stay on site. Residents of 
long term-care and men¬ 
tal health clients must 
smoke in designated ar¬ 
eas on property only. 

Outside expert in¬

Calgary Health Re¬ 
gion staff feel a deep 
sense of loss after a medi¬ 
cal error involving potas¬ 
sium chloride led to the 
deaths of two patients — 
one in February and the 
other in March.

The Government of Canada is investing S995 million to help farmers make the 
transition to the new Canadian Agricultural Income Stabilization (CAIS) 
program. The Transitional Industry Support Program (TISP) includes a direct 
payment to cattle producers and a general payment to all farmers. 

Direct Payment for Cattle and Ruminants 

The direct payment to producers of cattle and other ruminants is a per head 
payment based on inventories of eligible animals as of December 23, 2003. 
Producers of cattle, bison, sheep, goats, elk and deer are eligible. 

To apply, farmers need to complete a form reporting their inventory as of 
December 23, 2003. Payments will be made within 30 days of form receipt. 
Application forms are available online at www.agr.gc.ca/tisp or by callinq

Note: Some program details may be subject to change. 

General Transition Payment 

Farmers will receive a payment based on their income history. Cheques will 
begin to be mailed in late April. Individuals, corporations, trusts, co-operatives 
and communal organizations reporting farming income (or loss) for 2002 for 
income tax purposes are eligible for the transition payment. Status Indians 
farming on a reserve are also eligible. Note: supply managed commodities are 
excluded. 

NISA participants and producers who received a Risk Management Funding 
payment in the last two years will automatically receive a payment. Others 
must apply. Application forms are available online at www.agr.gc.ca/tisp or 
by calling 1 866 367 8506. 

Canadian Farm Income Program (CFIP) 

The federal government is providing an additional $65 million to farmers for 
final payments under the CFIP 2002 program. Farmers who applied for and 
received a payment under the 2002 program will automatically receive a 
cheque.

In June of 2003 the or¬ 
ganizational meeting of the 
Mountain View Housing 
Foundation took place in 
Didsbury. Today the MVHF 
is presenting a cheque for 
over $100,000 to the Moun¬ 
tain View Seniors Housing 
Board for Aspen Ridge 
Lodge. 

We hope this will be the 
first of many such cheques 
which will be presented to 
seniors lodges and manors 
throughout the County of 
Mountain View in the coming 
years. 

The Mountain View 
Housing Foundation is 
made up of local volunteers 
whose goal is to raise money 
to assist in the work of the 
Mountain View Seniors 
Housing Board - in simple 
terms, to help in material 
ways to make the Lodges 
and Manors in Mountain 
View as much a home as 
possible for the seniors who 
live there. Currently there 
are facilities in Olds, 
Sundre, Cremona, Carstairs 
and now, with the opening 
of this fantastic facility, 
Didsbury. 

That we are able today to 
turnover $100,000 to be 
spent in this facility is due 
to two things - the hard 
work of a small group of 
dedicated volunteers and , 
more importantly , the gen¬ 
erosity of hundreds of indi¬ 
viduals, businesses, service 
groups, local government 
and church groups in and 
around this great commu¬ 
nity. 

So what has this money 
bought? “The list is long 
and impressive”, says 
MVSH Board Chair, Judy 
Kaupp “we are extremely 
grateful for all these gener¬ 


ous donations, which have 
made so much of a differ¬ 
ence for everyone at Aspen 
Ridge.” 

A sophisticated emer¬ 
gency call system has been 
installed which allows resi¬ 
dents to receive help where 
ever they are - in their suites, 
in the building or out in the 
gardens. 

In the past the old pull- 
cord system relied on people 
falling, or needing help, 
within the reach of a pull- 
cord, which often was not, of 
course, the case! This new 
call system has been financed 
almost exclusively by dona¬ 
tions from the Town of 
Didsbury and the County of 
Mountain View FCSS funds. 
Aspen Ridge, as well as hav¬ 
ing a main lounge area, a rec¬ 
reation and a crafts area, also 
has 5 small lounges situated 
at the ends of each residen¬ 
tial wing. 

The Didsbury Lion’s Club 
have furnished one of these 
lounges, as has the Zion 
Evangelical Church Thrift 
Store. “There are still three 
lounges ‘unclaimed’” said 
Foundation Treasurer Wayne 
Green. “Furnishing a lounge 
would be an excellent project 
for a group or individual” he 
added. 

Other items which have 
been supplied with funds 
from the Foundation include 
banquet tables, stacking 
chairs, a shuffle board table 
and a pool table, hair salon 
equipment, an outgoing mail 
box and roll-away beds 
when residents need an ex¬ 
tra bed for those overnight 
visitors. 

A fridge and range for the 
Safe Living area has been 
purchased, as have coffee ma¬ 
chines and vacuums. And just

sageways, and form a hazard 
for folk who are not as agile 
as they used to be. 

The Cremona Lions Club 
contributed generously to¬ 
wards the big screen TV, and 
related equipment in the rec¬ 
reation area, as well as the 
fire place which is the focal 
point of the lounge. 

Another wonderful addi¬ 
tion to the lounge is a beau¬ 
tiful grand piano. There is 
a story here too.

Ridge” program instituted 
by the Foundation allows 
donations of different levels 
to be recognized. Don 
Robertson, a Carstairs area 
farmer and woodworker is 
producing a board on which 
donors will be named, and 
this will be in place shortly. 

Foundation President 
Chris Whittaker ascribes the 


success of the Foundation’s 
efforts thus far to a combina¬ 
tion of great team work, a 
great cause, and a great com¬ 
munity. 

“This is a wonderful start” 
said Whittaker, “I think we 
have made a difference al¬ 
ready, but there is still lots to 
do.

QUESTION: What do you consider to be t he greatest threat 
to the stability of families today? 

DR. DOBSON: It would be a phenomenon that every mar¬ 
riage counselor deals with regularly. The scenario involves a 
vulnerable woman who depends on her husband to meet her 
emotional needs, and a workaholic man who has little time for 
family responsibilities. Year after year she reaches for him and 
finds he's not there. She nags, complains, cries and attacks 
him for his failures -- to no avail. 

He is carrying the load of three men in his business or pro¬ 
fession and can't figure out how to keep that enterprise going 
while providing what his wife needs. As time goes by, she be¬ 
comes increasingly angry, which drives him even further into 
his workaday world. He is respected and successful there. And 
thereafter he is even less accessible to her. 

Then one day, to her husband's shock, this woman reaches 
a breaking point and either leaves him for someone else or 
files for divorce. It is a decision she may live to regret and one 
that often devastates her children — although by then, the 
marriage is long-gone. It's such a preventable disaster, but one 
that millions of other families will be victimized by in coming 
months. 

QUESTION: Are there productive ways older people can 
remain mentally alert as their bodies age? Is mental decline 
inevitable in the golden years? 

DR. DOBSON: If you live long enough, there will be some 
loss of intellectual acuity. There is, however, much that a per¬ 
son can do to postpone that deterioration. An article in Family 
Circle magazine suggested five ways to maintain healthy minds 
through the aging process. 

The first rule is to "use it or lose it". The human brain isn't 
like a calculator that you can plug in and leave idle for a year 
and find it working just as well when we return. It must have 
constant use and regular input of sensory information. 

Second, proper brain function is dependent on a balanced 
diet with ample supplies of all the essential nutrients. 

Third is exercise. Every organ of the body benefits from 
physical activity, including the package of neural matter with 
which we think. 

Fourth is regular physical examinations and good health 
care. Untreated diseases can affect us physically and mentally. 

Finally, the fifth way to keep our brains healthy is by hav¬ 
ing an active social life. Being sick, isolated and alone is a pre¬ 
scription for rapid mental decline. Unfortunately, many older 
citizens are unable to implement these five suggestions for 
one reason or another. Some are alone and have no one to talk 
to. Others lack the resources for good medical care and healthy 
nutrition. 

That's why those of us in the younger generation owe to¬ 
day's seniors our time and attention. They cared for us when 
we were frail and helpless. Now it’s our time to return the 
favor. 

QUESTION: Our 14-year-old recently came to my husband 
and me to say, Tm pregnant.” Nothing has ever upset us more 
than hearing those words. What should our attitude toward 
her be now? 

DR. DOBSON: Responding to a teenage pregnancy is one 
of the most difficult trials parents are ever asked to face. When 
the news breaks, it's reasonable to feel anger at the girl who 
has brought this humiliation and pain into her life. How dare 
this kid do something so stupid and hurtful to herself and the 
entire family! 

Once you have caught your breath, however, a more rational 
and loving response is appropriate. This is no time for recrimi¬ 
nation. Your daughter needs your understanding and wisdom 
now more than ever. She'll face many important decisions in 
the next few months, and you can't afford to alienate your¬ 
selves from her. 

If you can summon a measure of strength and love at this 
stressful time, you should be able to create the bond that of¬ 
ten develops between those who have survived a crisis together.
